menoemont of actual construction bad ex- 
pired and neither the ono nor the other 
bad been done. Under these oircnmstau- 
oea he at once announced his determina- 
tion to keep faith with British Columbia 
— ■ jwf^ar OT noaaIfala,-bntyat-the-8aine time, 
Miek a relaxation of the railway covenant 
. J ■ iMMauBO it Tras already broken and was 
r - impoBsiblfl of fulfillment. In pur.suanco 
of that determination and purpose, he soni 
( -out a confulertiftl agent to confer with 
the Provincial Government, subm't his 
relaxed terras and receive their views 
thereon.'' "When these terms, or rather tbo 
basis of them, werefsubmittcd, the local 

■ Premier, instead of laying them before 
the Governor in Council in order that 
Mr. Mackenzie might bo made awaro of 
the views of the Government, raised what 
■was at best a quibblo about the authori- 
ty of the agent, which was, under tho cir- 
cumstances, alike insulting to agent af^d 
principal. In reply to the question, Mr. 
Mftokenaie promptly telegraphed .referrin g 
the Government to his letter to Mr. Wal-

. , ..upa? Mr. Edgar, wrote Mr. Maokepcie

oeire the yiswa of the local Government, 
Mr. Edgar, on the 8th May, placed the

■truotcd by the Premier of Canada to do 
mo. Now, is it possible that an honest 
doubt could have arisen in any rational 
mind as to the authority of tho agent to 
do precisely what tho i)riucipal had stat- 
ed fits was sent to do ? Nor was there any 
doubt. The truth of the matter was that 
tho local Government woro disinclined to 
entertain any proposal in the nature of a 
relaxation of tho railway covenant, no 
matter how favorable to tlio rrovi'.ics, be- 
cause it would involve an .ippoiil to tho 
country, which neither they nor their 
'■ '"SiWfa'trBrignde" could risk. It may bo 
stated here that tho outlines of Mr. Ma.c- 
konzic's raihvaj' policy Juid been virtually

■'■ These denials ^^cro made at ii timo when 
it is now detinitoly known they woro iin- 
truel Iinuiodiatoly before leaving the

• addressed a letter to Mr. Wrxllioin, in 
which ho says "In niy conumniiciitiou of 

■ the 8th inst, I stated most distiUL'tly that 
I was making tlio proposals coiitiiincd in 
it by the instructions and on behalf of the 
Canadian Ministry," and bo concluded as 
follows: — "I have, therefore, tho honor 
to roqufist that tbo proposals of tlio Do- 
minion Government may rccoivo the cou- 
eideration at the lirtnds of tho Provincial 
Administration to which such cominuni- 
cations are oiititlod, and which tho ox- 
trenioiiiiportiinco of tho.iubjuctdemands." 
Mr. ]-Mgar went away, tlio proposals still 
remaining in tbo hands of tbo local Gov- 
ernment awaiting their reply.

Bidorcd in the abstract, wo bavo overj !it- 
tacliod iiiiportaneo to Huoli appeal; al- 
ii .i .though, as wi'U roznaikoil by one of oiii- 
, . I members of Piirliamont, it was a stro'igor 
card' in' the hand than placed. ' Under 
the circumstanooa now existing, howoror, 
wo .iro disposed to. regardit as a fatal mis- 
tako. To assort' tbat tho Imperial Cov- 
ornmont will compel Canada to do thus 
and 80 is to exbibit lainuiitablo it,'iioriuico 
., of Imperial Colonial i)olicy, luoro osjio- 
■u ..oially of tliarelatiouship now subsiHting 
botwoen tbe'parert Empire and the Do- 
xiSinion of 'Canada. To suggest that tho 
Tmnorial Govornmont will insist upon 
Canada performing what ia admitted on 
all hands to bo impossible is to incur the 
risk of being thought ridiculous. Should 
Mr. Walkem ever roach London, tbo il- 
logical and inacouratn ligmaynli!, yclept

DulTerin'a Ksport w.ll reach tho Colonial 
OiHoe. In it will bo detailed tho "leap 
in the dark" taken bj; tho late Adminis- 
tration, what tho letting in of light ro- 
vealed, tho Iloaolutiou unanimously pass- 
ed by Parliament interpreting and ros- 
trioting tho manner of fulfilling tho rail- 
tray obligatiou, the subsequent financial 



experiences and discovery of unforseeu 
physical difllculties, and, last though not 
least, the sj/rit in which Canada ap- 
proached British Columbia for a jnst and 
amicablo rearraugemout of a broken and 
impossible bargain, nncl the 'o^xtraordina- 
ry treatment with which she met. It will 
donbtlcEs also preannt cogont roason.'s for 
believing that it is not Britfsh Columbia 
liut a Ministry without tho conlidenco of,

petition! This ponderous Beport will bo 
considered by Her Majes^'s Government 
in all probability some timo tefore the 
end of the proaont year — for the reader 
must know that British Columbia docs

— "From Port Edmon- 
ton to Buvrard Inlet,Tia North Thomp- 
son, Coquihalla nnd Lower Fraser 
Valloya":— Total length TC-l miles, first 
4()8 miles dosoribod as "favorable." 
From Oloarwaler to junotioa of two 
branches Thompson, generally lavor- 
ablo with but n small portion of heavy 
work, including 60O feet of tuniieling. 
Thence to Hopei', via NiboW Lake aud 
the Coquilialla Valley, a distance of 
i;iL miles, two summits, ono 2,000 feet 
aud the other ;),500 feet above sea level, 
and as the iicints at eitherond of this 
distance aro respectively 1,170 feet and 
127 feet above sea level, there must 
bo great lengths of steep grades; one 
of fcliese rises at the rate of 172 fe«t 
per mile for 7 miles, part of it through 
a continuous tunnel about Jiff miloa in 
length. From Hoijo to Burrard Inlet 
tho lino is mora favorable, with some 
heavy work on, tb^ first 30 ^milfls, em- 
bracine the bringing of tho Frnser 
and Harrison rivers. On this lino 
thoio is about 10 miles of exceasiTclj 
heavy work, including an agrgregatc of 
6 to 7 miles of tunnelling. 

Route No, 2. — "From Edmonton to 
Burrard Inlet, via Thompson nnd Fia- 
sei River Valleys: — Total length of 
lino 700 miles. This line affords tha 
best possible grades that can bo ob- 
tained from Yollowhoad Pass to the 
Pr.cific Const, while tho harbors of Bur- 
ir.rd Inlet and tho outer basin of En- 
glish Bay are undoubtedly superior to 
(iiiy othov on tho Mainland coast of
